Who the new membera of 
the board will be, and whether any 
or all the old board will be retained 
is a question the mayor refused to 
discuss, but he has admit ud that 
be will name a board to attend that 
revision of real estate assessment* 
in January. 

Further than this the mayor- 
would not state, and his purpose to 
not known, but It is certain that the 
revision will be the most complete 
and equitable ever made and them 
will be a considerable change In the 
assessed value of property In the 
city of Paducah. The total value now 
s $0,909,597. 

City Assessor Stewart Dick did nor. 
make changes In the real estate as- 
sessment except where improvements 
were added, as the hoard of tax book 
supervisors will go over the books In 
January and make the quadrennial 
revision. 

The board will have a block map 
of the city to enable the members to 
study the location of lots. They will 
then form a basis by raising or low- 
ering the assessment by districts, 
considering the natural conditions 
and environments In estimating the 
relative value of all property lying In 
these natural divisions. 

Having done this, other features 
will be considered. Mayor Yeiser ha* 
been extremely particular in select- 
ing his men for this board and when 
the late R. O. Caldwell was III the 
mayor refused to accept his resigna- 
tion, and delayed naming a succes- 
sor for several weeks In order that a 
good man might b* secured.

raises a suhtle problem and to denv 
It Is to fly In the face of a deep-root- 
ed popular belief. It Is Just as much 
a natural history myth, however, as 
the hwSrjl headed belier in the adJer 
swallowing Its young pi time of peril, 
ihe toad living In a stone nodule for 
thousands of years, or the germinat- 
ing powers of mummy wheat. The 
most ancient felo de so verdict of 
the myth mongers relates to the hab 
It of scorpions digging their stings 
Into their heads when unable to es- 
cape from lire. 

Experiments hsve proved the fal- 
lacy of the scorpion's suicide, nota 
hly those carried 011 1 some years ago 
by Dr. E. Ray l^ankester. director 
of the Natural History Department 
of the British Museum, and Prof. 
Bourne, of Madras. Scorpions were 
confined in an extremely hot place, 
from whl.h escape was impossible, 
and their frantic gymnastics »ere 
carefully studied with serene and 
ph loaaakM complacency. As in the 
rase of ihe tortured rattlesnake bit- 
ing Its own body, the action of the 
scorpion In an appsrenr attempt to 
put an end to Its offerings by sting- 
ing IN head was purely muscular, 
nml In l.ankcster himself compared 
the action to the biting the dust at- 
tributed to men who die in hand-to- 
hand struggles, or to the biting of 
their own hand or arm by unhealthy 
children in a paroxysm of anger. 

Thai animals bring shout their 
own deaths by violent and abnormal 
actions is certain, but If all the con- 
tributory rauBes could be ascertain- 
ed It would probably be found that 
they did so under the pressure of 
some torturing pain prodttclnr: hys- 
terical madness. — Pall Mall.
